And justice for all 

Mary Hunter (Friend August 2010) 
writes that sheep and goats replaced 
the natural food of the jackal. But this is 
not correct. They merely increased the 
jackal's menu, providing it with more meat 
for less effort. 



Ms Hunter points to the use of guardian 
dogs. Guardian dogs were widely used in 
the Prince Albert district. Farmers paid 
thousands of rand per dog in the hope of 
the achieving promised results: affordable 
and effective protection of livestock. But 
not one dog is left. Why? 

Firstly, the dog is raised as a puppy among 
the sheep. At a certain stage in its life it 
goes through an identity crisis: 'Am I dog 
or sheep?" It starts doing strange things 
such as biting the lambs or eating their 
ears. Secondly, guardian dogs kill every- 
thing in nature except sheep. This poses a 
threat to biodiversity and is totally unac- 
ceptable to a green farmer. It is also the 
reason why some extremist greenies op- 
pose the use of guardian dogs. And lastly, 
it is unrealistic to expect a dog to protect 
300 ewes and their lambs from four or five 
hungry jackal 24 hours a day in a 500- 
hectare camp. There is no time for the dog 
to eat, sleep or rest. 

Having shepherds guard the flock in the 
extensive farming areas means kraaling 
each night. This results in more hoof 
movement, more erosion, less soil and less 
plant density. All of which make it difficult 
to sustain animal life on earth.

Dit help om bekende sterreformasies as 
rigtingwysers te gebruik: so wys die dia- 
gonaal van onder links na bo regs in die 
vierkant van Pegasus na die " V" van die 
visse (Pisces ) en die "agterbene " van 
die vlieende perd dui al die sterrebeeld 
Andromeda aan waar mens bietjie met 
die verkyker moet soek om die pragtige 
spiraalgalaksie M31 ons bure in die 
ruimte op "n afstand van twee-en half 
miljoen ligjaar te vind.

Jupiter is met - 2.8 baie helder bokant 
ons koppe en gaan eers vroeg in die og- 
gend onder saam met die sterrebeeld van 
die Visse. 

Dit is Nuwe Maan op die 6de en Vol- 
maan op die 21de November. 

Saturn is vir vroeg opstaaners te sien in 
die sterrebeeld Virgo.

Orion kom weer op in die Ooste later in 
die nag wanneer die Skerpioen besig is 
om onder te gaan.

The topicality of 'the cat in the 
wheelie bin' has caused an interna- 
tional furore, reactions ranging from con- 
demnation to hilarity. When the anony- 
mous woman approached a friendly cat 
by a sidewalk, stroked it, and then 
glanced around to make sure nobody was 
looking before shoving the cat in a bin, 
closing the lid, and walking away, she 
had no idea that her actions had been 
caught on camera and distributed on 
YouTube, where her bizarre behaviour 
has attracted unprecedented attention. 

Anybody who lives with a cat will know 
they have intensely private lives. Cats 
live in a world of their own, set their own 
boundaries, and don't like to be con- 
trolled. They have a wisdom and under- 
standing that is conveyed through wit 
and riddles for those who are patient and 
open enough to interpret their sentiments. 
A more acceptable response to a random 
feline encounter might be the enchanting 
conversation that takes place in Wonder- 
land between Alice and the Cheshire Cat 
when they first meet: 

'Would you tell me, please, which way I 

ought to go from here?' 

'That depends a good deal on where you 

want to get to,' said the Cat. 

T don't much care where,' said Alice. 

'Then it doesn't matter which way you 

go,' said the Cat. 

'So long as I get somewhere.' Alice 
added as an explanation. 

Most cruelty and kindness to animals 
happens out of sight. When cruel actions 
are caught on camera it is almost unbe- 
lievable, even darkly comical because of 
our inability to respond. But it is always 
easier to react intellectually and emotion- 
ally to isolated cases. Mass cruelty never 
elicits effective reactions because the 



scale of abuse is overwhelming. By 
drawing attention to minor injustices, 
people absolve themselves of complicity 
in greater oversights. 

If a domestic non-human animal ap- 
proaches a human of its own free will, it 
is reaching out to connect in a spirit of 
friendship. All our domestic animals do 
this unless they have good reason to fear 
us, which is often the case. The cat will 
communicate with varying degrees of 
subtlety, the dog will display loving at- 
tention, horses will approach and nuzzle, 
cows and sheep will come closer to in- 
vestigate, and ostriches like to dance. 
There is always communication and a 
willingness to establish trust, either ver- 
bal or through body language. 

Like any relationship where one party 
relies on the other for food, shelter, 
comfort, or companionship, there is a 
natural willingness to please exhibited by 
our domestic animals. Tacit understand- 
ing is often mercilessly breached. The 
positive attributes of power and strength 
are easily subverted when fear and cow- 
ardice dominate. Bullies will always 
choose the path of least resistance, and 
the less helpless the victim, the greater 
the challenge. Domination of animals 
using guns, bars, chains, electric shocks, 
and condescension diminishes human 
integrity and makes a mockery of the 
notion that caring for captive animals is 
somehow virtuous. 

The experience of pleasure in animals is 
admired by humans who are drawn to a 
purring cat, a cow chewing the cud, a dog 
wagging its tail, lambs frolicking in the 
fields, romantic cooing doves, ecstatic 
copulating horses, free soaring eagles, 
and peaceful whales. Turning a blind eye 
to suffering is shutting out the friend.

Traffic officials

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A Graaff-Reinet doll 

If you wanted a toy during the First 
World War you had to use your imagi- 
nation and whatever materials were avail- 
able. Anna Laubscher, an art mistress of 
Graaff-Reinet, pondering about a Christ- 
mas Gift for a niece, decided to make her 
a doll. Anna used unbleached calico and 
dipped it in a red ink water to give it a 
fleshy colour. She filled the doll with 
sawdust; painted the ball shaped head of 
her own design with oils and her sister 
Mary made the clothes. Oom Jurie, the 
head of the family and a wine farmer, 
took charge of the joints to enable the

limbs of the doll to move. 

The doll was an enormous success, first 
with the niece, then the town, then the 
country, and Rhodesia and Kenya. The 
demand was so big that Anna Laubscher' s 
studio became a doll factory. Girls were 
employed to sew the bodies, old men to 
fill them with sawdust, boys to do the 
dipping in the inkwater. 

They ran out of sawdust. Oom Jurie, the 
wine man, suggested using crushed cork. 
They ran out of cork and used mielie blare 



and sawdust, which was available again. 

Due to the great demand the 'Doll Factory 
Laubscher Poppen Fabriek' moved to large 
premises - 16, Donkin Street, Graaff Reinet. 
More people were employed and about 250 
dolls were produced per week. The factory 
also made teddy bears, Bonzo-a-dog and a 
small doll, "Twiedels". 

The Graaff-Reinet doll went through a cou- 
ple of changes; a hard, round object was 
pushed under the calico to form a nose and 
later the dolls had moulded plaster faces. 
The doll became so popular that one of the 
first children's stories written in Afrikaans - 
Die Afrikaanse Pop by E L and R J van 
Reenen - tells about a little girl's love for 
Riena Reinet. 

The only constant in life is change and with 
the appearance of German bisque dolls in 
the Union of South Africa, the demand for 
the Graaff-Reinet doll dwindled. The Laub- 
scher factory closed down in 1927.

Ek het 
my voorbehoude gehad, maar het baie gou 
besef dat ons fasiliteerder werklik 'n be- 
kwame persoon is en die speelveld was 
gou-gou gelyk gemaak. 

Op speelse en ontspanne wyse is ons inge- 
lei in kreatiewe denke d.m.v. prente. Prente 
moes gekies word wat tot jou spreek. [My 
dogter het dadelik een met braaivleis en 
tjops gekies, wat op die ou end toe nie so 
'n "lekker" keuse was nie]. Vir myself , 
synde laaste in die ry, was daar nie 'n wye 
keuse nie, maar 'n Venesiese toneel was 
uiteindelik 'n regte en goeie keuse. 

Die eerste taak was om vir twee minute na 
jou prent te kyk. Dan moes die oe toege- 
maak word; daarna neerskryf alles wat jy 
onthou het, asook die gewaarwordings 
daarmee saam. Met die volgende stap moes 
die prent een plek regs aangeskuif word en 
die proses herhaal word. 

Wat ek toe ontvang het (vanaf die 1 1-jarige 
seun langs my), was 'n prent van 'n sel- 
foonagtige apparaat , maar daar's net een 
m**rse groot knop in die middel en 'n an- 
tenna. Ek was seker. Dit kon niks anders 
wees as 'n bomafgaanmeganisme nie! 
Gedurende stap drie moes ons 'n speelding 
op die tafel in die middel van die vertrek 
gaan kies. Jy kon 'n keuse maak uit teddie- 
bere, poppe, balle, fluitjies, spieeltjies, kra- 
le, e.s.m.; ekself het 'n miniatuur vuvuzela 
gekry. 

Gedurende stap vier bevind ons onsself op 
'n vliegtuig. Skielik vind jy iets vreemds in 
jou sak. Met verdere begeleiding deur 
woord en klank moes al die inligting wat 
tot op daardie stadium ingesamel was in 'n 
"storie" geskryf word. Elkeen het natuurlik 
'n ander "storie" gehad om te vertel - my- 
ne het sommer in 'n sterk Agatha Christie- 
agtige verhaal ontwikkel! 

Vir my was daardie apparaat regtig niks 
anders as 'n bomafgaanapparaat nie; die 
vuvuzela, in my sak geplaas...deel van die 



komplot. Die passasier langs my is 'n 
knoppiesdrukker en fluitjieblaser. Skielik 
bevind ek myself i.p.v. op 'n rustige va- 
kansie na Venesie binne 'n mafiakom- 
plot! Die vliegtuig ontplof. Ek oorleef. 
Wat het van die knoppiesdrukkerfluitjie- 
blaser geword? Hy leef. Maar hy ontken 
dat hy die knoppie gedruk het.

Die volgende sessie het 'oor kreatiewe 
digkuns gehandel. Hoe om 'n Tanka en 
Haiku te skryf was die groot uitdaging. 
Ekself het nog nooit hiervan gehoor, 
maar gelukkig was geeneen van die an- 
der kursusgangers ook hiermee vertroud 
nie. D.m.v. collages (elkeen kon tien eie 
emosies/indrukke/woorde neerskryf) en 
krap in sandbakke (waaruit versteekte 
woorde gekruip het) kon elkeen 'n 
woordbank opbou. Met die woorde va- 
nuit die woordbank moes die verse saam- 
gestel word. 

Die verse rym nie en die "ritme" word 
bepaal deur vasgestelde lettergrepe per 
versreel.

Neither words nor images alone can 
describe the experience of travel- 
ling the old wagon routes. Through the 
Ceres Karoo, up the escarpment to the 
Roggeveld and to the isolated farmsteads 
along the Visrivier it was as though his- 
tory was unfolding before us. It was a 
unique experience made possible by the 
Cultural Foundation's outing on the Heri- 
tage Day weekend at the end of Septem- 
ber. 



A party of twenty Prince Alberters bene- 
fitted from the hard-won research of Judy 
Maguire, Dick Metcalf and Shirley 
Southwood. And crossing this rugged 
landscape in the luxury of a car with such 
eminent 'guides' made the hardship of 
the trekkers and their animals more 
poignant, more tangible. 

We entered the Ceres Karoo at Karoo- 
poort, an old outspan and a place de- 
scribed by early travellers of the 1700s as 
"the true gateway to the desert." (The 
party alerted the Worcester SPCA to a 
severely undernourished Great Dane be- 
ing kept at Karoopoort. The SPCA re- 
sponded immediately and members of 
the PACF made donations to the organi- 
sation.) Then we crossed the Doring 
River, which flows northwards, joining 
eventually with the Olifants River before 
discharging into the Atlantic Ocean. It 
was bone dry and hard to imagine as the 
raging river it can sometimes be. 



Bizansgat was a welcome stop with a stone 
Pioniershuis lovingly restored with re- 
sourceful Karoo comfort. This being the 
first elevation to look back on our trail, 
Hangklip stood sentinel-like, a compass 
bearing for old time travellers. The English 
explorer, William John Burchell wrote in 
the 1800s: "Hangklip... in the distance con- 
stituted the only object and by its project- 
ing and overhanging crag, naturally gave 
its name to the spot..." 

Our first encounter with the challenge that

the trekkers endured to reach the Rog- 
geveld was at Gousblomhoogte where 
the wagon tracks were distinctly visible 
in the veld. Further along we walked an 
old wagon trail where rust marks from 
the wagon wheels are still imprinted on 
the stones. Then we descended into flat- 
fish country with little signs of habitation 
or life, just the occasional lone farmstead 
located well off the road. Although a 
bizarre prospect in these arid surround- 
ings we looked forward to a cold drink at 
a roadside shop, the Windheuvel Bossi- 
esskerm. This remarkable 'shop' is 
housed in a wire mesh structure stuffed 
with asbos and without a roof. Unfortu- 
nately for us, it was closed during the 
summer! 

We stopped at the animal camp at the 
bottom of Verlatekloof to look at the trail 
up the escarpment where sheep were 
herded up the steep slopes. We then 
drove up the Vloksberg Pass to our over- 
night stop at Blesfontein. Situated near 
the edge of the escarpment it was a magi- 
cal place to enjoy sundowners looking 
out across the Tanqua Karoo towards the 
eastern slopes of the Cederberg range. 
The Tafelberg and Spout, the Sneeuberg 
peak were pale purple cutouts against the 
orange sky. A meeting with the endan- 
gered 'sterboom' (star tree) was a privi- 
lege, being able to enjoy its rare and 
fragile beauty before its extinction. 

On our second day we entered the Tan- 
qua Karoo via the Oubergpas, a winding 
track with a breathtaking descent used by 
the trekkers with their customary perse- 
verance and resourcefulness. Another 
quirky Karoo landmark was the familiar 
old Post Office 'tickey' box, marking 
Goue Pond. The eroded banks and the 
wide alluvial plane gave a hint of the 
Tanqua River's force when flowing, 
which forced the trekkers to cross at Bo- 
Wadrif before proceeding northwards. 

Yet another surprise is the Tanqua Karoo 
National Park, a place to remember for 
stepping off the world. But nothing yet 
could compare with the Ganaga Pass that 
followed. Here evidence of the Anglo- 
Boer War outposts reminded us that for 
well over 100 years the Ganaga had been 
used as a wagon route and then by the

Boer Commandos and the Khakis. Its 
gradient is near impossible and the view 
back to the Tanqua Karoo spectacular. At 
Agterkop, a supply post used by the 
Khakis (who called it Actor Kop) the 
picture becomes more complete of Brit 
against Boer and the war movements of 
those times. 

En route to Middelpos, fortune smiled on 
us. A dust cloud shrouded the oncoming 
flock of 1200 shorn sheep on their jour- 
ney to an overnight camp. The crack of 
the whip was a reminder that times have- 
n't changed much in these parts. Closely 
bunched, the animals swept past us to 
their camp after their forty-kilometre 
trek. Behind was a 'karretjie' with a fam- 
ily, a sight still a common in those parts. 
Cameras captured a rare moment not to 
be missed. 

The Middelpos hotel owner obliged by 
opening the pumps for petrol, and in 
return our group showed appreciation by 



filling the hotel bar, otherwise closed for 
custom. 

On the third day, we woke up at Blesfon- 
tein to a complete whiteout, a mist that 
cleared by the time we had driven to the 
remnants of the Boplaas opstal, the Vlok 
family farm, at the edge of the escarpment 
using old wagon tracks in places. 

Our next destination was Sutherland and 
Louw Huis, the home of N P van Wyk 
Louw during his growing up years. As vir- 
tually the only Afrikaans literary figure 
with a truly international reputation, his 
childhood was dominated by his mother 
who took social refinement to extremes. 
Married to Moltke Louw, a lawyer in the 
town, Poppie Van Wyk grew up on the 
farm Gunstfontein where only the ruins of

a bygone era remain, evoking a sense of 
its past life as a productive entity. 

At this point our ways parted and some 
drove back to Prince Albert via the 
Komsberg Pass and the Moordenaars 
Karoo. 

The Prince Albert Cultural Foundation is 
fortunate to have members who never 
tire of sharing their extraordinary knowl- 
edge and experiences. Judy Maguire, 
Dick Metcalf and Shirley Southwood are 
to be congratulated on their organisation 
of this tour. Such a trip would not have 
been the same without their passion for 
the places they visit and the relations 
they have forged with the people who are 
still farming and living along the forgot- 
ten highways.

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There is indeed gold in the Museum 




1912", and with a little digging in its archives - pardon the pun - 
you can find gold. 

Neil Ross has researched and authored a fascinating account of 
the euphoria which surrounded the gold rush of late Victorian 
times. It is social history of this corner of the Karoo, played out 
in the veld and dry river courses mainly on the farms Spreeufon- 
tein and Klein Waterval. From the time of the first discovery of 
a nugget to the final acceptance that the gold fields would not 
match the dreams of the diggers, the human story unfolds enter- 
tainingly through the pages of this book. 

Some extracts encapsulate the beginning and end of the saga: 
"The specific place where the nugget was picked up was on 
a 'sheep track' on rising ground, about forty feet above a dry 
river bed'. The discovery also caused a stir in Government 
circles in Cape Town. They responded positively to the 
news and as a result Dr William Guybon Atherstone and 
Thomas Bain were commissioned to go and inspect the site 
and report on the geological and mineralogical aspects of the 
area where the nugget had been found." 

Some farm owners were not so happy with the prospect: 

"At the homestead of Spreeufontein where we halted for 
coffee and friendship we found the poor old people (the 
owners) dejected and sad at the prospect of gold being found 
and their farm being dug up". 

Visionaries were there hoping to make their fortunes as well: 
"Steps taken to try to establish a village some fifteen miles 
from the goldfield on the farm Klein Kruidfontein were also 
unsuccessful". 

The original find was met with unassuming ignorance: 

"Thinking nothing of it he put the nugget in a cupboard and 
there it remained for several weeks until Mr Meyer, who 



was a neighbour, was shown the nugget. He pronounced that 
it was either copper or gold..." 

In their reports, the experts disagreed about the potential: 

"Dr Atherstone had the suspicion that the nugget was placed 
where it was found, for an object; but I think he is wrong. 
We found no clue of anything of the sort.. .But, Bain re- 
counted that on his recent journey from Beaufort West to 
Spreeufontein, a distance of forty miles, he traversed at least 
25 to 30 reefs of quartz, varying from three inches to two 
feet in width. Three of the five samples, which he tested, 
gave a very fair show of gold". 

The rush for claims was managed under pressure, but in an or- 
derly way: 

"Only people who had prospecting licences were allowed to 
stake out claims. Once the claim had been staked out it was 
then registered with Oakley and his assistant who processed 
the information, as fast as they could pen them". 

Once registered, it was each man for himself: 

"Each person who wished to stake out a claim had to peg it 
out by literally driving pegs into the ground at four perime- 
ter points of the claim. The size of each alluvial claim was 
restricted to 100 feet x 100 feet. Reef claims were larger, 
measuring 400 feet x 150 feet". 

Businessmen saw the opportunities in whatever form: 

"Local entrepreneurs in the district competed to provide 
both coach and cart transport from these railway stations to 
the goldfields and also for those diggers travelling the 
coastal route to Prince Albert via Mossel Bay and 
Oudtshoorn". 

Occasional clashes were inevitable and tempers could fly: 

"Only two pitched battles appear to have occured so far, one 
between two black boys in which neither made much physi- 
cal impression on each other and one between a Hottentot 
and an Englishman, in which, I regret to say the Briton came 
to grief. 

Some of the miners showed a sense of humour: 

Miners, "in an effort to assist people in locating them, put up 
boards next to their tents, with names such as Karreeboom 
Villa or Mimosa Lodge." 

Unrelenting determination overtook experience: 

"Oakley was able to report that three hundred and ninety 
eight alluvial claims had been registered and that only a few 
of them were in the hands of men with any experience. An 
Australian digger sank a test shaft to a depth of thirty-five 
feet before he hit bedrock". 

Liquor law enforcement happened even in the veld: 

"No hotel liquor outlet was ever established at the diggings 
but there are several cases, which have been recorded where 
shop-keepers were trapped selling liquor illegally..." 
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On arrival, immigrants' wrote home about their disdain: 

"We did not get much sleep. When daylight broke we saw 
the scenery of Africa. I do not know how to describe it. The 
nearest to England would be the downs, without a blade of 
grass upon it covered by little shrubs about four yards 
apart". 

The reality of limited finds started to dawn on the miners: 

"The exodus of diggers continued and in early November 
there were only twenty parties digging at Spreeufontein and 
half a dozen at Klein Waterval, a reduction in numbers of 
nearly fifty-percent since September. The gold returns for 
January 1893 were a miserable three ounces. These ongoing 
low returns were probably the spur that prompted the Colo- 
nial Government to finally appoint Arthur Robert Sawyer, a 
mining engineer resident in the Transvaal..." 

A spark of renewed hope from an expert's report: 

"In the second half of 1893 there was an unexpected resur- 
gence of interest in the goldfield, probably fueled by the 
time-consuming investigation which the public knew was 
being undertaken by Sawyer. Numbers of new diggers came 
to the goldfield and a new Diggers Committee was estab- 
lished". 

But the renewed hope could not be sustained: 

"Gold production in January 1894 was just over thirty-three 
ounces and thereafter it dropped to about ten ounces a 



month for the rest of the year, with the exception of March 
when two large nuggets were found..." 

Tailenders saw their chance to 'clean up' by acquiring unwanted 
claims: 

"Between the years 1910 and 1911 Gurling Pritchard made 
diligent efforts to obtain secret control of a very large num- 
ber of claims on the farms of Spreeufontein, Klein Waterval 
and Ganzekraal". 

And, in the end, a local farmer topped the success stakes: 

"Piet du Plessis remained an active player in the fields until 
the very end. He and his brother were certainly the most 
successful diggers during the life of the goldfield in the 
Prince Albert District". 

The printing of the Gold Rush book has been sponsored by the 
Prince Albert Writers' Guild and is available at the Fransie 
Pienaar Museum. The museum has a special section devoted to 
the Prince Albert goldfield containing numerous newspaper cut- 
tings, reports, photographs, maps, some basic mining equipment 
and a model of a gold mining shaft that was sunk on one of the 
farms in the Prince

Small-business advice from Eric

Part 2: Setting 
Key Performance 
Areas and Objectives 

For your employees to operate effec- 
tively, you need to clearly define 
their respective roles and responsibilities 
i.e. you need to communicate to them (1) 
what you expect of them, and (2) what 
they will be held accountable for. 

The most effective way to do this is to 
draw up a simple document that clearly 
defines each employee's Key Performance 
Areas (KPAs). KPAs are not task listings 
as in 'place tea bag in cup and pour boil- 



ing water over same.' They are statements 
of accountability e.g. a KPA for a Cleaner 
may be 'to ensure that toilets and wash- 
hand basins are thoroughly cleaned three 
times a day.' Another may be to 'ensure 
that paper-towel dispensers are always 
kept full.' 

There are two essential elements to KPAs 
detailing the 'quality' and 'quantity' of the 
responsibility described in the KPA. In the 
two examples described above, the 
'quality' indicators are 'thoroughly 
cleaned', in the first example, and 'paper- 
towel dispensers are kept full, in the sec- 
ond example. The 'quantity' indicator in 
the first example is 'cleaned three times a 
day, and in the second example, it is 
'always. 

It is essential that you discuss the KPAs 
with your employees. You must ensure 



that they understand their KPAs and also 
that they agree with them. If an employee 
doesn't understand a KPA, or agree with it, 
then the chances of them meeting the re- 
quired standard will be slim. 

There is no hard and fast rule as the number 
of KPAs per employee. This usually de- 
pends on the nature of their jobs. But as a 
guideline, you should be able to limit KPAs 
to about seven. There may well be hundreds 
of things that each employee has to do in 
order to carry out their KPAs, but these are 
'tasks', not responsibilities. 

Once you have discussed and agreed the 
KPAs with each employee, you should set 
about determining Performance Objectives 
(POs). For example, a PO for the Cleaner 
may be 'to ensure that all drains in toilet 
areas are clear of grime and debris at all 
times.' In setting the PO, you are telling the 
employee that if the toilet area becomes 
flooded because of a blocked drain, then 
they are not carrying out their KPA. 

As with the KPAs, you need to discuss and 
agree the PO with each of your employees. 
While the KPAs tell employees what their 
areas of responsibility are. The PO tells 
them what the indicator is that will let you 
know whether or not the job is being done 
properly. 

This way your employees will know what is 
expected of them. Also, it gives them the 
opportunity to discuss their role in your 
business and to raise any issues they may 
have that could prevent them from carrying 
out their duties. Importantly, it gives you the 
chance to tell them how they are faring. 
This is essential because the employment 
relationship has to be comfortable and re- 
warding for employer and employee alike. 

Of course, if you go to the trouble of identi- 
fying and setting KPAs and POs, you must 
hold regular performance reviews with each 
of them. Because the way your employees 
perform will not only affect the profitability 
and sustainability of your business, it will 
also affect your relationship with them. 
And, most importantly, it will affect your 
relationship your clients. 

You may want to link the performance of 
your employees directly to their remunera- 
tion. Motivated and incentivised employees 
are far more likely to achieve your objec- 
tives, than employees who are ignorant of 
what is expected of them.

Lah-di-dah.... Country Life starts here... 
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A new, improved sheep protection method

W; 



ith some concern I have been 
following the correspondence in 
this esteemed publication about the farm- 
ing of sheep and the contradictory phe- 
nomenon of predation. My abundant 
sympathies are equally and fairly divided 
between the farmers and the conserva- 
tionists, and I am fully cognisant of the 
challenges facing all role-players. It is 
therefore with deep satisfaction that I 
offer commercial meat producers, and 
defenders of our rich natural heritage, a 
mutually acceptable way of pleasing 
everybody... especially the sheep. 

I believe that most sheep predation oc- 
curs in the hours of darkness and there- 
fore suggest that the physical removal of 
small stock from the reach of predators 
would be an excellent way of ensuring 
their safety. The method I modestly rec- 
ommend could be termed the 'Helium 
Assisted Nocturnal Sheep Levitation 
System' (HANSLS). Which, with a few 
simple tools, could easily be put into 
practice. 

Step one would be to attach an inflatable 
balloon and a helium cylinder to the back 
of each sheep - one balloon per sheep 
should be sufficient. Each cylinder to be 
brought into operation by a sundown- 
activated sensor toggle which would trig- 
ger a gas release valve and so inflate the 
balloon with helium. When the sheep has 
risen four or five meters from the ground 
(and out of harm's way) an altitude 
monitor would shut off the helium supply 
and maintain the sheep in a safe position 
for the rest of the night. 

In the case of an ewe with one offspring 
a Twin Pack would suit the circum- 
stances. The Lamb Pack and the Twin 
Pack would be equipped with a small 
solar panel charging a cadmium battery 
to power an electromagnet attached to 
the side of the lamb. This in turn would 
attach itself to a mild steel plate affixed 
to the side of the ewe, thus ensuring that 
mother and child or children remain sus- 
pended together. 

Should high winds prevail, an environ- 



mentally friendly anchor rope would be 
available. One end of which would be 
attached to the left back hoof of the sheep 
and the other fastened to a recyclable cast 
iron weight. Thus preventing a flock 
from blowing away on a gusty night. At 
dawn, light-sensitive gas release grom- 
mets would deflate the balloons and the 
flock would descend to earth. 

Employing the System would naturally 
incur a little extra expense and prelimi- 
nary calculations indicate that the best 
end of lamb would retail at between 
R800 and R900 per kilo, but the advan- 
tages of stock preservation would be dra- 
matic. 

Dealing with predators would be equally 
simple and effective. A series of stout 
iron bars, judiciously spaced, would be 
mounted parallel to the ground at the 
height of precisely 31 centimetres. Each 
iron bar would be equipped with a heat 
sensor and a loudspeaker on a pole 3m 
high. As the predators roam in frustra- 
tion, searching for their intended prey 
they would inevitably pass under one of 
the iron bars. 

The heat sensor would then trigger a pre- 
recorded distress bleat of a lamb, via the 
loudspeaker above. The predator, aston- 
ished to hear a lamb bleating from the 
heavens would then jerk his head sharply 
upwards and knock himself out on the 
iron bar. 

The next morning, highly trained local 
labour equipped with heavy-duty jute 
bags would sweep the iron bar camp and 
humanely collect unconscious predators. 
Said unconscious predators, profession- 
ally resuscitated, could be relocated to 
comfortable accommodation in the centre 
of town, fed, trained (sit, stay, roll over, 
play dead etc - we now have an animal 
trainer) and become yet another a tourist 
attraction of great value.

The local Art Group was recently 
invited by one of its members, 
Sandy Bower, to her family farm for a 
six-day breakaway from the "hectic life" 
in Prince Albeit to do some serious 
sketching and painting. Eight of us left 
home for the five-hour drive to her farm 
which lies 12km south of Middelburg. 
The drive was well worth it. 

What greeted us as we came up over the 
last hill was an amazing sight. A sprawl- 
ing green farm nestling in a gentle valley 
with the Sneeuberg as a backdrop lay 
before us. The long driveway, thickly 
edged by sisal plants followed by an ave- 
nue of trees, led us up to the ivy-covered 
double-storey farmhouse set in a beautiful 
English garden with a pool and tennis 
court. 

The abundance of water was evident by 
the lushness of the gardens, furrows, vleis 
and a dam, sourced from a spring and a 
mountain stream. The ambience of the 
place reflected a bygone life-style that, 
sadly, few could re-create in today's cir- 
cumstances. 

The stately colonial-style house, built in 
1910, accommodated British soldiers dur- 
ing the South African War after which the 
estate became the largest horse-breeding 
stud farm in the Southern hemisphere. 



The seven bedrooms provided more than 
enough accommodation for us all. The 
big table in the spacious farmhouse 
kitchen was where not only meals were 
served but much joviality, fun, games and 
artwork was done. The age-old trees, old 
barns, farmyard implements, rows of 
horse stables, green fields of sheep, cows 
and calves, game, a dam, a vlei with the 
ever-present surrounding mountains pro- 
vided so much subject matter for any as- 
piring artist or photographer. 

Added to this list was the little cottage up 
on the side of the mountain where our 
hostess drove us at the crack of dawn 
early one morning. The purpose of the 
cottage was, believe it or not, to "get away 
from it all!" 

A cosy little dwelling where we break- 
fasted, walked, sketched and viewed the 
distant mountains. Our return drive was 
highlighted by game spotting. A herd of 
gemsbok and their young was a particular 
treat. Crossing the railway line en route 
we discovered that the farm even had its 
own little railway siding with the farm's 
name "DWARSVLEI" written on the 
sign. 

Having said all this (some of us) did not 
do as much artwork as we had planned but 
are all the richer for a most memorable 
experience. Thank you, Sandy. 



Garden Club News

The venue for October's meeting was 
the Medicinal Herb Garden behind 
the Fransie Pienaar Museum. This was 
recently constructed by the Renu-Karoo 
team and is sponsored by the Rufford 
Small Grants Foundation, a charity that 
promotes the sharing of indigenous plant 
knowledge and skills, and encourages the 
conservation and use of local plants. 

Sade Cowley, a third year Nature Conser- 
vation student, and Meraai Isaacs, an em- 
ployee of Renu-Karoo gave a most inter- 
esting and enthusiastic talk on the uses 
and preparation of various herbal reme- 
dies. Meraai grew up in a family with a 
strong tradition of using herbal treatments 
and is keen to pass on her knowledge. 
Many of the plants are known by unique 
local names and this has been a challenge 
for Sade to identify for her research pro- 
ject. A description of the plant and its 
uses is often needed, although local usage 
differs too. 

Treatments for ailments such as toothache 
(Pentzia incana), fever (Mentha longifo- 
lia) asthma (Artemisia afra) and cancer 
(Sutherlandia frutescens) were mention- 
ed, as well as flatulence (Bulbine), diabe- 
tes (spekbos) and warts (Euphorbia Mau- 
ritania). Often a tea is prepared using a 
few leaves, but other parts of the plant 
may also be used. 

The garden has been created to encourage 
awareness of the important role of me- 
dicinal plants in our natural history 
knowledge and to continue the oral tradi- 
tion of passing on information at a time 
when there is a diminishing availability of 
such plants in the wild. 

Lydia Barrella gave a vote of thanks to 
Renu-Karoo for the commitment and hard 
work of their team. The Garden Club 
gave a donation to the Museum and lone 
Auerswald won the raffle plant, a lemon 
verbena. 

The next meeting will be held at SoetKa- 
roo, the Perold's wine estate on Church 
Street on Wednesday, 3 November at 
15h00. Please bring a mug for your tea 
and a folding chair.
